water  until  ready  to  plant;  DO  NOT  ALLOW  THE  AIR  TO  STRIKE 
THE  ROOTS,  as  this  will  dry  them  out  very  quickly. 

If  you  are  not  ready  to  plant,  set  the  roots  in  a  trench,  water 
well  and  cover  with  soil  until  convenient  planting  time. 

No  matter  what  size  or  type  of  plant  you  are  getting  it  is  quite 
important  that  the  soil  be  properly  prepared  to  receive  it.  Large 
areas  may  be  plowed,  smaller  plots  can  be  forked  or  dug  and 
single  holes  can  be  dug  for  individual  plants;  in  any  case  mix 
a  little  good  fertilizer  with  the  well  pulverized  soil  before  planting. 

Don't  be  afraid  to  make  the  hole  a  little  bigger  than  necessary 
and  allow  the  roots  to  spread  out  instead  of  being  bunched  in 
a  space  too  small  for  them.
